Allowable Subject Matter

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



Reisman et al. (US Pat. 5,936,529) discloses a security system including a monitoring device 2 
attached to a person's arm that will monitor the person's location. The system also includes a 
manual resetting device 20 is enclosed within a housing 21 including two depressible keys: 
Disable key 22, and Enable key 23. It further includes two terminals 25, which are connectible, 
e.g., either by direct contact or by induction, with two of the terminals 16 on strap 12 in order to 
communicate with the electronic circuitry within housing 10 of the monitoring device 2 after 
the closure member 13 has been removed (col 3, lines 1-1 1). Marshall (US Pat. 5,510,771) 
discloses a child-monitoring device consisting of a strayed child alarm 10 additionally includes 
a child wrist strap 40 for securing the second end of the cable to the child. The child wrist strap 
40 comprises a circular band 42 of pliable elastic material, such as fabric, and has a diameter to 
fit comfortably snugly around a child wrist (col. 6, lines 58-65). However, neither Reisman nor 
Marshall or any of the prior art of record disclose in their entirety or in combination the claimed 
attachable alarm system for strollers for alerting parents and bystanders that a child is 
potentially being abducted comprising: an alarm receiver having a housing including a first 
reset mechanism being comprised of a combination keypad and a second reset mechanism being 
comprised of a key receiving slot disposed on the upper end of the housing; a clamp mechanism 
being fixedly securable to a handle of a baby stroller; an ankle securement bracelet adapted for 
securement around the ankle of a child, the bracelet having a lock disposed; and a transmitter in 
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communication with the alarm receiver, the transmitter including activation and deactivation 
buttons, the transmitter including a key portion, the key portion being receivable by the key 
receiving slot of the alarm receiver and the lock of the ankle securement bracelet.
